Spanish Cains Found. 

As s relief from the output of stone 
cannon balls and metal plates from 
the sea Led where the supposed 
Spanish Armada treasure ship lies, 
off Tobermory, there have now" beet 
recovered 32 copper coins. Twenty- 
four of them came up in a cluster. 
They are dated 1679 and 1582 respec¬ 
tively and are clearly marked "Phil- 
lippus.” 

These are the first Spanish copper 
coins of the period of which there is 
any record. It had been believed that 
Spain, then by far the richest king¬ 
dom in the world, handled money 
imperially and did not deal in small 
copper coins. 

These coins came up shining' like 
burnished gold, and the staff of ths 
salvage ship' were sure that the'Jbng- 
expected gold had been reach ed at 
last, and greeted the glittering coins 
with cheefs, but-all is not gold that 
glitters and the coinv turned green 
under the acid test.

It fell to Judge Lawrance a littli 
o\ v er two years ago to sentence n mu 
who, escaping from the Gui'dfoi.i 
police, drove about London in taxi 
cabs until he was recaptured. Met 
ing out punishment to the adventure - 
on the original indictment, Jud'g 
Lawrance said he should not take in 
to account the events of the last fe -- . 
days. “I shall ignore them,’’ he add 
e*\, “because if I were in prison am 
'the door were left open 1 should walk 
out.” 

Confusion very often arose between 
Mr. Justice Lawrance anil Mr. Ju»- 
tice Lawrence. “He gets my letters 
apd I get his,” said Sir John, ro.er- 
riug to Sir A. T. on one occasion.

Rate of Growth 8tudied In Canada and 
~ United States 

The aspen poplar, frequently spok¬ 
en of aa the whjte poplar, is one of 
the most common trees all over Can¬ 
ada (at any rate In that portion of 
the Dominion east of the Rocky 
Mountains). In many parts of the 
Dominion It forms quite extensive tor- 
ejta (especially in districts that k^ve 
been burned over). This fact gives 
it a place of some Importance in the 
forestry of the Dominion, although it 
Is one of the inferior woods. 

Some years ago (in 1905) the For¬ 
estry Branch of the Department of 
.Fie .Interior made a careful survey of 
the Turtle Mountain foreBt reserve in 
Southern Manitoba, on which this 
poplar is by all odds the most plenti¬ 
ful tree.

on the basis of data collected during 
this survey, it was estimated that, if 
the poplar were allowed to grow to 
the age of forty years, there would be 
an- average growth, for the whole of 
that time, of one cord per year on a 
fully stocked . acre. At the end of 
that time there would be standing on 
each acre about 850 trees, of an av¬ 
erage height of 45 feet and an aver¬ 
age diameter, at 4% feet above the 
ground, of 6 Inches; these would yield 
some 40 cords of wood.v 

Recently the United States Forest 
Service' publish^dj-their Bulletin No. 
93, entitled “The Aspens.” and it is 
interesting to note that their results 
come close to the figures made out by 
the Canadian survey. Volume tables 
given at the conclusion of this bullet¬ 
in show that trees of the height and 
diameter given above will ?ach yield 
between one twentieth and one twen¬ 
ty fifth of a cord of wood apiece. Thus 
the 850 acres would give somewhere 
between thirty-four and forty-two 
cords of wood. The average of the 
two amounts gives thirty-eight cords, 
a figure nearly the same as that ob¬ 
tained by the Canadians. 

As there are 55,000 acres in the 
Turtle Mountain reserve that are ca¬ 
pable of growing timber, it Is a rea¬ 
sonable inference that the reserve 
may be counted on to produce 56.000 
cords, or thereabouts, of wood per 
year. At the low rate of $1 per cord 
on the stump, this would mean an an¬ 
nual revenue to the state of $55,000. 
Or, to take another point of view It 
would give to each Inhabitant of the 
electorial district of Souris almost 
two cords of wood per year.

therefore slow. ln the northwest 1 
provinces the weather of June was j 
hot and dry and rain was badly need- | 
ed at the beginning of July. Rain 
has since fallen however, and condi¬ 
tions have Improved. Prospects for ! 
spring sown crops are generally fav¬ 
orable.- 

According to the revised figures | 
obtained at the end of June tbe total 
area under wheat this year Is 10,- 
047,300 acies as compared with 10,- 
277,729 acres as returned by the cen¬ 
sus of 1911. The area sown to fall 
wheat in 1911. was 1.097,900 acres, but 
wintei* killing has reduced this area to 
781.000 acres. The area sown to 
oats Is estimated at 9,494,000 acres 
as compared with 9.293,660 acres ln i 
1911 s^d to barley 1,449,200 acres as 
compared with 1.403,969 acres In 1911. 
In the three northwest provinces 
spring wheat covers 9,029,000 acres as 
against 8,946.965 acres in 1911, the in¬ 
crease being in ' Saskatchewan and 
Alberta. Including fall wheat the to¬ 
tal wheat acreage in the three pro¬ 
vinces Is 9,246.100 as compared with 
-9.301.293 acres In 1911, the decrease 
being accounted for by the large area 
of fall wheat winter killed ln Alberta. 
Oats In ths three provinces occupy 
6.037,000 . acres and barley 826,100 
acres as compared with last year’s 
census figures of 4,563,203 acres for 
oats and 161,738 acres for barley. 

Whilst not equal to the exception¬ 
ally high figures recorded this time 
last year, the condltlcm of spring 
sown crops is generally good. The 
highest figures for spring cereals.are 
recorded ln Prince Edward Island and 
British Columbia, the per cent, condi¬ 
tion ranging from 97 to 99 Jn the 
former and i from 90 to 95 lnTthe lat¬ 
ter province, the average for the Do¬ 
minion being from 80 to 89. 

Fall wheat remains low, being only 
70 for Canada. 73 for Ontario, and 
71.6 for Alberta. Last year the con¬ 
dition was also low. vlt: 75 for Can¬ 
ada. the average of the four years 
1908-1911 was 81.5 Spring wheat Is 
89.73 per cent., compared with 94.78 
lust year and 88.25 the four years av¬ 
erage; oats 86.43 against 94.46.in 1911 
and 90.42 average; barley 88.68 a- 
gainst 93 in 1911 and 89.28 average, 
Rye Is 87.84; peas are 80.08; ana 
mixed grains 84.98. Hay and clover 
shows a condition per cent, of 85.90 
against 84.97 in 1911; alfalfa 90.59 
again*’ 82.31 and wheat, oats and 
barley range from 80 to 88 per cent., 
figures which- are exceptional records 
by from about 10 to 15 per cent.

THE MARKET REPORT 

Weekly Grain Letter Supplied by 

Thompson, Sona A Co-, drain Mer¬ 
chants, Winnipeg. 

Winnipeg, July 10.—Continued fav¬ 
orable weather over the spring wheat 
country on both sides of the Inter¬ 
national boundary causing discour¬ 
aged holders to sell out and a great 
deal of short selling, has brought 
about considerably lower prices. Val¬ 
ues In the leading markets have de¬ 
clined from 2%c to 3L4c froni where 
they were a week ago. While the 
bears for the time being are ln ab¬ 
solute control of the market, we be¬ 
lieve one should think twice before 
Joining their ranks, as liquidation has 
been drastic and short selling vicious, 
much of the latter being of extreme 
eleventh hour character, every under¬ 
lying bullish factor as well as possi¬ 
bility being entirely Ignored. The 
wheat trade goes too much to ex¬ 
tremes; many traders who were ram¬ 
pant bulls two weeks ago predicting 
prices would advance 10c th 20e, are 
now looking for a decline of the same 
extent. There probably was no oc¬ 
casion for so much of a scare on the 
dry weather as the trade experienced 
ten days ago but thebe is not at this 
time nor has there bpen for the last 
week occasion for such extreme bear 
feeling and widespread liquidation, as 
that which brought prices down to 
bottom quotations. In taking a con¬ 
servative view of the situation we 
would suggest that a moderate up¬ 
turn Is now due. Stocks of' high 
grade wheat the world over are get¬ 
ting dang-€rously low at the present 
time and will have to sooh he replen¬ 
ished from the growing crops. The 
new crops however, are not yet made. 
In fact are now entering the most 
critical period of their growth and 
even should they escape, too much 
wet weathef, the .usual black rust and 
frost scares as well as wet harvests, 
there will still be a good demand for, 
high grade wheat for some time to | 
oorae. With the coming of the rains 
and cooler weather, numerous damage 
spots are showing up; this of course 
applies more to the lighter land, and 
land that was not properly prepared.

Placing of Building 8tona. 

It Is, generally speaking, tbe rule of 
masons that atone used in building 
should be so placed that it will be aa 
It lay Id Ita natural bed when quarried. 
This familiar rule is not. bowavar, 
always to be depended upon and in 
many cases needs to be supplemented : 
with other precautions. There are 
three planea of fracture known to 
quarry men. The "rift" la tbe direction 
In wblcb stone sputa moat easily; tbe 
"grain" that wblcb Is next easiest; tbe | 
"bead" that wblcb offers greatest re¬ 
sistance. In a paving block tbe two 
sides represent tbe rift fracture, tbe 
top and bottom the grain and tba ends 
tbe bead. But In a quarry tba natural 
bed la sometimes considerably Inclined 
to tbe plana of tbe rift; hence the im¬ 
perfection of tba ordinary "rule for 
placing atona tn building.—Chicago Rec¬ 
ord-Herald.

DESTROYERS OF BOOKS.

Ruthless Vandals Have Made Away 
With Priceless Records. 

Lord Rosebery, some time ago, with 
his customary elegance, bewailed the 
endless output of books, cumbering 
the shelves of the great libraries. Bui 
he foreSore mentioning any of those 
tragic chapters in the history of tin- 
preservation of books that bring pangs 
to the genuine lover of them. 

The most ancient destroyer of books 
known was the Babylonian king. 
Nabonassar, who in the third century. 
B.O., destroyed all the records of the 
reigns and rulers precedent to him- 
•elf. Instances of such vandalism art 
by no means few in history. 

The greater part of the Alexandrian 
Library was destroyed by the troops 
of Julius Caesar, and another sub 
stantial part, four hundred years later 
by Bishop Theophile, who combatter 
pagan literature and worship strenu 
<**ly. and as worse than worthless 
Subsequently, in 640 A.D., tbe Caliph 
Omar oompleted the work of destruc¬ 
tion, though what he burned to the 
glory of the Prophet waa but a mere 
insignificant collection of M8S. and 
other writings. 

Religious fanaticism and religious 
warfare are responsible for the exter¬ 
mination of countless literary treas¬ 
ures and of libraries of uncalculable 
value. The Romans consigned to the 
fire Jewish and Christian books, the 
Jews treated pagan and Christian 
books in the same way, and the Chris¬ 
tians did notf abate their efforts in 
pursuance of a similar policy. In 
Spain, at arid following the expulsion 
at the Moors, whole libraries of the 
writings of Islam were' relentlessly'de¬ 
stroyed. Later, the Spanish discover¬ 
ers and rulers of America extermin¬ 
ated thousands of Mexican and Peru, 
vian records, and as a result a most 
important part pf the history of the 
human race was lost for ever. 

The Puritans destroyed many col¬ 
lections of books in the monasteries, 
and even Cromwell burned the Oxford 
Library, then one 'of the finest in 
Europe. Extremist's in revolution, a! 
in religion, have been equally destruc¬ 
tive as regards books. The Spanish 
Inquisition and the French Revolu¬ 
tion were at one in this respect. 

The Crusaderq were destroyers o) 
what they regarded as heretical books 
Arid in Russia of to-day the war ol 
orthodoxy on sectarian dissent stil 
manifests itself, among other tilings, 
in the ruthless destruction of the- 
books of the non-conformists. Thcrr 
are -however, methods other than o' 
burning or destroying books,_ anc 
these still survive. 

Collectors who tear out and keer 
only the title-pages of books do nof 
flourish now as they did in earliei 
times, but at certain periods such h 
barbaric method of collection wa3 al" 
the rage. Did not John Bagford, thr 
noted collector of the eighteenth cen¬ 
tury, boast he had gathered together 
a hundred bulky volumes of ravished 
title-pages? Other collectors used tc 
and some still do, tear out tbe illus¬ 
trations and throw th*» text away.

Cars of Chiliad Lambs. 

Some farmers nr'q. of the opinion 
that badly chilled lambs will die any- 
low and that there is no use to bother 
with them, writes G. P. Williams fit 
tne National Stockman This la a mis 
take, for we nave frequently found 
such lambs in a dying condition and 
yet saved them. Such lambs should 
be given plenty of bept at once. We 
place them In a basket (covered) over 
a bot air register or an otl beater or 
even supported by two sticks of wood 
on top of tbe range. As soon as re¬ 
vived sufficiently to Barse such lamb* 
should be taken to tbe ews and given 
some of her milk. It la generally best 
to return them to the artificial boat 
on til time for tbe second nursing tn 
kn hoar or two. Avoid 0M** ■ach 
lamb* cow’s milk. Get them warmed, 
fed. revived and with tbo ewe to stay 
fast as soon as possible. Too stock 
artificial boat makes tkem weak aad 
doggish, and than they boob die. ,
